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Crops and Live Stock. 

' Corn cuUing is about over. The 
yield ot' corn is absolutely the 
wont that coald have been irrown 

and cattle men will liiive to buy 
heavy thioutrti the brokers. Wliilc 
a few lields sliow good ears, most 
ot them will produce nothinir but 
nubbins. Another thing that is 
causinif much loss to tl>c fanners 
is the fact that the rainy weather 
has cauaed the ears which have 
been in the shock for some time 
to rot, while the fodder is also de- 
caying, and some of the farmers 
have shucked out and housed their 
corn before it was good and ha id. 
thus making an effort to save it 
from total ruin. Fodder will not 
be as good as was expected. ' 

One good thing farmers hate is 
the excellent start that rye and 
wheat, which were sown early, 
have secured. In most of these 
fields the grazing is now excellent 
and stock can be run on thoni 
easily until theitlirsl of the year, 
with unytliing like an open win- 
ter. Fail grass is also good and 
there is a abundance of stock 
water on everv fnrm. 

Turkeys and chickens are es- 
pecially healthy and are growing 
rauidly. Men have Ijceo out 
throuyli the country looking over 
the turkey crop and wliile they 
pronounce the birds in good con- 
dition, they say that the crop is 
short. It is therefore l)olievil lliul 
good heavy turkeys which will be 
ready early will bring from 12k to 
16c per pound on foot, for Thanks- 
giving slii|)nu,'nt. 

Eggs are high, while butter is 
scarce and hi^ with good rich 
milk selling at a premium. 

Winter apples are good and 
there seems to l)e (juite an abund- 
ance of lliem everywhere. 

Sheep are reported in tlie very 
best of heallli to start the winter, 
the county l)eiiig free froni disease 
this year. There are a number of 
good flocks in the county, and 
this .year most of the farnjcrs and 
sheep men hiu c hn'A I'oi- hinil)s to 
come hue in i''ebruary, as past e.\ 
perience has demonstrated to them 
that l.inibs comi;ig at this time 
make the luvsland i|uickcst wfight. 

Feeding cuttle are in good siiape, 
and the demand for them has been 
the best in many years, go>el ones 
selling iit -1' to \'i cents, and some 
extra at b cents. ;silt is believed 
that more will be handled in this 
county ihis winter than were han- 
dleJ lust winter, nolwit!isl;iii(iiii;> 
the fad that feed of all kinds will 
be higher. 

Hay — timothy and clover — is in 
lieavy ileniiuul at iihnost any price 
asked, bringing froin to $25 
per ton, and none of it is extra. 
There is some alfalfa in the county 
and all kinds of stuff Ims been cut 
and housed to make winter feed. 

There is a scarcity of fat hogs 
in the county and a big demand 
for cattle shoats weig'iing from SO 
to |)Ounds, hut there is a 

world of small shoats from ;iO to 
40 pounds weight, which can be 
bought !it almost your own lisiure. 
There lius been (piite a \vl of tut 
hogs shipped to market during tlie 
past week.

After he had so debased 
himself, the people of Danville 
hung him in effigy and gave far- 
ther evidences of their disapproval 
of his course.

Take all the pro- 
tection tliese associations can jrive 
you, while tryinu to be self-sus- 
taining, for at best, it is a risky 
business, and harm, more often 
than uood, will follow trusting to 
strangers.

Arbor and Bird Day. 

Arbor and Bird day will be 
celebrated in Kentucky on Friday, 

October 27. In previous years 
the day has been observed in the 
spring. It has been deemed ad- 
visable to change the date to the 
autumn in order that the observ- 
ance may take place at a time 
when the rural schools are in ses- 
sion. The wisdom of the change 
is not to be doubted. 

In order to direct the attention 
ol tile people, the school pupils 
especially, to the importance of 
the occasion the State Department 
of Education has issued an elabor- 
ate annual bulletin 140 pages 
prepared by Miss Ethel Reid, un- 
der the supervision of Superin- 
tendent P^llsworth Kejrenstein. 
The book is beautifully illustrated, 
and in addition to its various sug- 
gestions for the observance of 
Bird and Arbor day, it contains 
much interesting matter along 
lines of nature study. There are 
lists of the native trees and birds, 
instrustions for plantini; trees, 
sujjtrestions as to school gardens, 
outlines for indoor study, appro- 
priate political and musical selec- 
tions, and a j-reat variety of 
special articles dealinjj with birds, 
fiowers and forestry. A copy of 
the book is to be sent to every 
school library in the State and the 
volume is well worthy ol' preserv- 
ation. There are evidences of 
painstaking work in its compila- 
tion, and it is highly creditable to 
the Department of Education. 

Arl)or and Bird day shoiHd be 
generally observed. It is appro- 
priate that it should be observed 
in the schools, that the risinj; 
ijenerations tiiereby may he im- 
uressed with the importance of 
the conservation of forestry and 
bird life. Kentucky should make 
a new record in 1911 in the cele- 
bration of the day, and should 
strive to excel that record with 
every succeeding year. Thou- 
sands of trees should be planted 
on Friday, October 27, and hun- 
dreds of rnral schools should make 
a beginning for future beaalifica* 
tion. -C'ouricr-doiirnal.

Nelson A. Aldrlch, of Rhode 
Island, has submitted to the 
National Monetary Commission a 
revision of his monetary legisla- 
tion plan. The basic principles 
are substantially the same as in 
the tirst plan, and the plaii still 
provides for a National Reserve 
Association, with capital of eP* 
proximately $:3<X),0(ID,000, In 
which the Federal Government 
and banks owning shares shall be 
the only depositors. He would 
siill divide the country into tiif- 
teen distriLts. the banks of which 
shall iorm associations of their 
own. 

The original plan provided that 

the (jovernor of the association 
should be appointed by ihe Presi- 
dent from a submitted list, and 
that the President should have 
power to remove him. The re- 
vised plan reserves the right of 
removal to a two-thirds vote of 
tlie ^roverning board. One impo^ 
tant chansre is admission to mem- 
bership of State banks and trust 
companies which conform to the 
required stan<iard, which is simi- 
lar to National liaiik recpiirements.
